AREA TO FRENCH 


One of the armed men told her to 


terday snow began falling, con- 
tinulng unceasingly for twelve 
hours until the district was covered 
with a mantle of vthe beautiful** to 
a depth of eight Inches. Throughout 
the day a piercing north wind blew 
with a velocity which swept the 
snow from housetops with a series 
of wild Currie® and piled up drifts 
to knee depth snd more. Of a squally 
nature the wind at times reached a 
velocity of 4® to 44 miles an hour, 
while between t and 9 in the even¬ 
ing It blew steadily at a rate of S» 
miles.

London, Feb. 12.—Ths British Gov¬ 
ernment is considering the transfer 
to the French of a six-mile section in 
the northwest corner of the Rhine¬ 
land sene occupied by the British in 
order to satisfy the Franco-Belgian 
desire for additional railway lines for 
th# transportation of coal from the 
Ruhr district, it was stated to-day* 

Th# British consider the question 
Is likely to be a merely academic one 
for some time to come, but should 
the export® be materially Increased it 
Is believed that If (his section of the 
Rhineland, containing one railway 
line, were handed over, the problem 
would be solved. 

Much Discussion. 

Paris, Feb. 12.—Considerable talk 
is going on In political and financial 
circles in Paris as to whether France, 
Belgium and Italy are going to suc¬ 
ceed in bringing Germany to terms 
by the action now being taken tn the 
Ruhr Valley under the Treaty of Ver¬ 
sailles. 

It Is pointed out that every inten¬ 
sification of the Allied action results 
la the reinforcement of the Germs* 
resistance and doubt Is frequently! 
expressed in some of the more ag- 
grsoslve quarters as to whether, the 
pressure necessary to obligate Ger¬ 
many to accept the system of produc¬ 
tive-guarantees can be a p pli e d un¬ 
less the Allies reeort to the declar¬ 
ation of a state of war. 

Criticism. 

Premier Poincare is understood to 
be very sensitive as to public opin¬ 
ion abroad regarding the seizure of 
the Ruhr district, feeling acutely the 
criticisms voiced In the United States 
and Great Britain following each 
protest of the German Government 
against measures which It declares 
Illegal. Those who take an aggres¬ 
sive stand hold that a state of war. 
which would not necessarily mean the 
opening of hostilities, would give 
France a freer hand in putting an end 
to the repeated protests of Germany 
over the alleged Illegality of the 
French action.

Freight Train Struck Stand 
ing Snowplough Train 


Efforts are bfing made by Gov¬ 
ernment investigators and company 
officials to determine Just where the 
point of explosion was located. The 
general vicinity has been determined, 
and here the burning was greatest 
and death came to the workmen In¬ 
stantly. It la in this section of the 
mine that difficulty has been met tn 
dealing with gas seeping from s four- 
teen-inch vein located above the 
roof of the slope. The gas that filled 
the level and exploded came from 
this vein. 

The actual time of the disaster 
has been definitely fixed by examin¬ 
ation of the watches found on the 
bodies of the victims.

Well-known Lawyer Sue 
cumbs in Hospital

Taken suddenly 111 yesterday and 
removed to Ht. Joseph's Hospital, 
George Albert Morphy, well-known 
barrister ‘of this city, passed &way 
this morning. Mr. Morphy was ap¬ 
parently in hla usual health on Sat¬ 
urday, and the news of his sudden 
death has deeply shocked his many 
personal friends and colleagues In 
the legal profession. 

Tho late Mr. Morphy waa born at 
Carleton Dace. Ont., September 15, 
1865. and was the son of William and 
Margaret Campbell Morphy. He waa. 
educated at Carleton Place and To¬ 
ronto. and was admitted to the Mani¬ 
toba bar on July 9. 1888. After prac¬ 
tising in Toronto for two years he 
came to British Columbia, arriving 
in Victoria in 1890. In January, 1892, 
he applied for permission to enter 
the British Columbia bar, being ad¬ 
mitted as a solicitor on Xovember 8. 
1893. During his early years in Vic¬ 
toria Mr. Morphy was associated with 
the legal firm of Belyea ft Gregory 
and later with ex-Judge Behults, of 
Vancouver, afterwards entering Into 
practise for himself and continuing 
on his own until his death.

He was for a 
considerable period with the late Rlr 
George Farrar, leader of the Pro¬ 
gressives In the Transvaal, and aa a 
representative public man he took, 
rart In the convention which event-] 
oally led to the draft of the South j 
African Act In 1449. When the first' 
election for the Union Assembly was] 
held ln_1410 he had the remarkable 
record of defeating the late OeneraV 
Botha In Pretoria East after the Gen¬ 
eral had been chosen to head the new 
Government. In his early political 
fights In - the Transvaal he spoke 
highly of J. C. Smuts, and now to¬ 
day when a coalition government Is 
In office under General Smuts, ht 
supports Its policy—so strangely have 
politics come round In the Union. 

In his latter yesra Sir Percy Is giv¬ 
ing attention to repatriation of sol¬ 
diers In Kouth Africa, a policy In 
which b* is keenly Interested. He 
has lived to see the triumph of the 
principles for which the Johannes¬ 
burg Reform Committee waa estab¬ 
lished In 1896. 

Mir Percy has written several other 
books, but'none aroused the Interest 
that “The Transvaal From Within.” 
did owing not only to Its subject mat¬ 
ter. but to the conjunction of the cir¬ 
cumstances of Its issue on the eve of
